The amino acid sequences that are represented by SEQ 
ID NO: 2 and 4 as set forth in the present application 
exhibit a homology of approximately 96% in relation to the 
amino acid sequence that is presented in document 1; 
however, the amino acid sequence that is presented in 
document 1 includes approximately 100 more residue groups 
than the inventions that are set forth in the present 
application.
